THE GMINA MAUL.

HONGKONG, THURSDAY, AUGUST 
'We animadverted just a week ago upon 
the discovery of grave irregularities at 
the Police Magistracy. The acting se- 
cond Police “Magistrate (Mr Plunket), 
with that fatal facility of deputing some 
one else to do his work, had been giving 
his native interpreters a little practice 
in magisterial duties, and had been uti- 
lizing their abilities in that regard to 
record the evidénce given in two cases 
which had been brought before him. 
In condemning so dangerous an innova- 
tion, we remarked at the time upott the 
possibility of auch evidence having to-be 
submitted to the Attorney General as a 
Grand Jury, and of the unseemliness of 
this important portion of the magisterial 
functions being entrusted to a class of 
natives so utterly unfitted to do it satis- 
factorily. By the report of yesterday's 
proceedings in the Supreme Court, how- 
ever—in the case of Regina v. Chu Asat 
—it becomes apparent that, this objection- 
able practice has actually beon carried 
on for gome time, and that a portion of 
the evidence in a case which was certain 
to go before the higher Court was actually 
taken by the Interpreter, in the absence 
of the Magistrate, Although the learned 
acting Attorney General may rightly 
question whether the Court “can take apy 
official notice of what has appeared in the 
newspapers,” we are unfortunately bound: 
to take notice of what has taken place in’ 
open Court: otherwise’ we would not 
only have gladly avoided the unpleasant 
duty, but would have been inclined to 
disbelieve the revelations there made, 
These revelations were not only of a 
most remarkable nature’; but they are 
so completely conclusive of the: unfitness 
of Mr Plunket for the responsible duties, 


Jimposed- upon him, that -it becomes 


equally surprising they did not call forth 
some stronger remarke from the Court 
‘than they did. Had the Chief Justice: 
occupied: bis customary. seat yesterday, | 
it is more than probable that an. em- 
phatic protest would haye been’ made 
against the loose system which is now. 
unfortunately -being introduced into the 
lower Courts, The mild way in sghich 
the incident was dealt with may be ex- 
plained in more ways than-one ; but we

We learn from Macao’ that shortly after 
midnight of the 12th inatant, reports of 
fire-armea and screams of people were heard 
on the Lapa ‘side of the inner harbour. 
The guard launch ‘proceeded immediately 
to the scene of the disturbance, and on her 
approach the commander of the Jaunoh 
having observed two large junka sailing 
away ordered them to atop, but a volley of 
musketry was their answer. Fire was then 
returned by the Police, and with the aid of: 
some_police boats, one of the junka was 
captured, the other disappoared in the 
darkness of the night. Three. plrates wore 
picked up from the‘ water, and in the 
juok the body of a Chinaman, well 
armed, was found quite dead; there was

The summer thus far, although furnish- 
ing many hot days, and some oppressive 
nights, is on the whole, a great improvement 
on last year. Rains have fallen at intervals, 
and the general prospacts for crops appear to 
be good. : 

Some months ago it was announced-that 
the Governor General had engaged the ser- 


vices of an American mining expert, with a |- 


view to tke investigation ofjthe resources of 
this province in’ the item of the..precious 
metals, During the past -winter, a ‘single 
excursion was made in the prefecture. of 
Shun té fu, in south-western Chihi, with no 
other result than showing that reported 
silver deposits there have ‘no real scientific 
existence, After these explorations were 
completed, it was expected that attention 
would be turned to the region of Jé Ho, 
outside the great wall, where there havo 
been géld and silver mines for ages, Some 
difficulty was probably encountered ‘among 
the many conservative” and . obstructive 
statesmen at Peking which rendered it 
impossible to carry out his plan, and no 
other was substituted in its place. The 
expert, who had been engaged at a hand- 


-some salary, and who was eager and anxious 


to entér upon the work for which he was 
invited, has been allowed for the past six 
months to employ his time in gazing at the 
romentio scenery at this port. His yoar of 
service having expired o few days since, he 
has’ gone to examine into the celebrated 
loss deposits in Shansi, Much is said of the 
readiness of China to make advances in 
different directions, but incidents of ‘this 
nature, as well as others, show that the 
amount of inertia to be overcome in this 
empire, in’ every diréction but that of 
military equipment, is not ‘yet fully com- 
prehended either by foreignors or,Chinese. 

The wife‘of the Governor General has 
recently {been the victim of a severe and 
dangerous illness, during which she was 
See up by all the native physicians, who 
ad exhausted all their resources, as well as 
all the expensive drugs in the Chinese 
pharmacopwis, to the extent of twenty, or 
thirty; and who could think of nothing 
better to do than to begin anew and give 
them all over again! At this point His 
Excellency wisely. invited two foreign 
physicians, by whose skill Madame Li's 
life was probably saved, A foreign lady- 
physician front’ Peking has been invited by 
the Governor General to attend this dis- 
tinguished patient, and has arrived here ; 
and hopes are entertained that the result 
will disperse many Chinese prejudices in 
high quarters. :

GAMBLING HOUSES. 


The block of buildings called old Ke- 
chong, says the Shanghai Shen, Pao, consists’ 
of a labyrinth of houses with outlets on all 
four sides, and solely inhabited. by Canto- | 
nese, Some of the houses are tenanted by 
Canton women, whose society is frequented 
by merchants of wealth and position; others 
sre eating houses,. where dinners are served 
in the Canton etyle, and all Canton delich~ 
cies are procurable, - Others again aré richly 
farnished apartments, where there is no 
public gambling, but parties of gentlemen 
can sit down and play a quiet game between 
themselves, paying 2 small sum for tho pri- 
vilege. . Then sgain there are -smoking’ 
saloons, where. there.is no show of luxurious 
furniture, but the best -and: most delicate 
opium is provided for the customers. The 
frequenters of these saloons are. generally 
men who are confirmed smokers, There aro 
also a few. pees stores, where the inha- 
bitants of the block.can procure anything 
they want at the moment. All the above~ 
mentioned. housea are frequented by very 
few.but Cantonese, Bat the great gamb- 
ling house which was broken up the other 
day, though kept by. Cantonese, was used. 
almost. entirely by. men from other parts, 


ths Cantonese understanding, apparently,

and attendantd formed a crowd in them- 
selves. On busy nights the players would 
bea hundred and mote, and the tables so 
crowded that everyone had to struggle to 
get o place at them. As the Munteipal 
policcrhaye beon extremely strict in putting 
a stop to gambling, preventing it even at 
the new year, and: arresting private parties 
of frienda, while they allowed this huge’ 
establishment to go on steadily year after 


ear; —with—all-its—attendant—orimes—and. 
miseries, — pawnings, ~ thefts, “ suicides, — 
people therefore xeally oame to the conclu- 
sion that. there had been bribery at. work 
somewhere. , And, last spring, when a party 
of friends were arrested in a house in the 
Foochow Road, the Sher Pao’ complained . 
that real gaming houses were allowed t 
exist, while. really harmless parties were ~ 
worried and troubled. But the work done 
by the police last week has thoroughly 
cleared their reputation: What seems to 
be the truth is, that the gambling house 
distributed its bribes with great skill among 
both yamén servanta and private indivi- 
duals, the latter being chiefly hangers-on 
who had-tost-all their money by geting 
but still continued to. haunt the place, 
“though they could no-longer play, _ In con= 


sequence, if any news reached the ears of ~ —-— 


tho police, and they were making prepara- 
tiona for an onslaught, the gambling house 
always got wind of it, and play was given 
up fora few days and then resumed. - This 
happened continually, till the police inde- . 
spair gave up ‘making any. attempt what. 
ever. There can bo no quéstion about the 
harm caused by the gambling houses in 
the foreign settlement; and it is said that 
more persons have been utterly ruined by 
the: Ke-chong house than by any other. 
The players who were taken should, .of 
course, not be let off, but what is more 
important is that the propriotors should 
be captured and punished with the utmost 
severity, —Shanghai Courier. *
